Poilus Arc Dcginnirg to Realize V/hy 
We Were Late in Entering the War 
— American Soldier Makes it Clear 
By 
Outlining 
Suppositious Case— 
Attitude Makec Deep Impression on 
French Soldiers. 


An anonymous writer In the r a ils 
press has the following clear ru t Idea 
of the mentality of the American sol­ 
dier at Hie front: 
With 
the American 
A rm y: 
Tim 
American lighted one of the excellent 
cigarettes of Virginia, which has an 
aroma of chestnuts and honey. 
He 
said: 
“By George, the Boches are 
treating us as civilians disguised as 
soldiers, hut they forget that we have 
a military past quite considerable.” 
Ile was a broad-shouldered Ameri­ 
can who spoke, with a free, frank, 
open cast of countenance and a cultiva­ 
tion of voice and manner which be­ 
spoke bis alma m ater of old Harvard. 
“Ami I'll prove It,” he continued. 
"since the war of tile Revolution In 
177(1 we have had the w ar w ith Mexi­ 
co in ISP! and the war of secession 
In I MJI, Hie Cuban and the Philippine 
w ars of I SPR, w ithout counting our re­ 
cent brushes on the Mexican border. 
And the G erm ans would deny us the 
merit of courage and perseverance and 
the ability to lead this Inst enterprise 
to a successful end. 
“.lust remember what our war of se­ 
cession was—front IMH to 1865. 
It Is 
not without Its analogy with the pres­ 
ent European war. 
The first of Janu­ 
ary. 1S(]1, the American army had but 
n few more than sixteen thousand men 
In the ranks. Little by little the North­ 
erners alone mobilized two million anti 
a half soldiers. 
During the years 
which followed they had three millions 
In all. and the Southerners more than 
n million. The losses rose above a mil­ 
lion and Hie cost was something like 
fifty billions of your francs. 
“And why did our forefathers fight*' 
They Struggle#! on for an Ideal, not 
merely for existence. 
If, then. in 1861 
we were able to mobilize an army of 
such proportions for such a war, put­ 
ting Into it two-thirds of our national 
riches, of what sacrifices arc we not 
capable in the present conflict, whera 
nil the world Is menaced by German 
militarism?” 
W ill Encourage Poilus. 
The American fixed us with his eyes. 
You sensed that in him was the desire 
to communicate to us the force of his 
argument. 
And In all truth we were 
Immeasurably impressed by his brief 
historical resume. 
He began again: 
“To!* this to the heroic Poilus of 
F rance; they should know where we 
stand. 
I would shout tills from the 
housetops, not merely to encourage 
them to be patient—their patience and 
devotion are already sublime 
hut to

A French territorial who understood 
his language listened attentively us he 
stood on the outer edge of the circle 
Riid broke through and grasped him 
warmly by the hand. whereupon he 
pronounced 
In 
excellent 
French: 
"Vows, tres bons francnlses. fates pas 
de la mousse. 
Nous vous asslsterons 
avec tout notre Coeur.” 
“Why.” asked another, “have yon 
taken (bree years to giet Into this awful 
war? 
You will understand the ques­ 
tion Is not dilly a reflection which 
naturally arises once and again among 
our French Poilus, who may not Iii 
many cases have had the benefits of 
a superior Instruction and who still 
have vague Ideas of you Trnnsntlan- 
flqties.” 
Our American lighted another cig­ 
arette and continued: 
“Well, I'll tell you. 
Suppose that 
we were attacked hi 1014 by some far 
away foreign power, then suppose that 
you French had c uue to fight beside 
us In our far West against these Invad­ 
ers. then do you think that your T*ret- 
tons. your Provenroux and your Bur­ 
gundians would have been very en­ 
thusiastic about It at first thought? No, 
tile situation would only appeal to 
them at first Iii the sense that lf we 
Americans 
were 
vanquished 
then 
would come the turn of France. 
Recalls German Propaganda. 
“More or less this was the situation 
In America. 
Opinion varies in our 
great territory, but from the first we 
have been opposed, one and nil, to {he 
procedure of Germany. If public opin­ 
ion had had the control of our politics, 
had we been able at once to surmount 
seemingly Insurmountable difficulties, 
we should have been at your side be­ 
fore. 
In the Interior and in the South 
the population Is equally democratic, 
but being much further removed from 
contact with Europe the stern realities 
were much more difficult of acceptance 
all at once. 
The inhabitants of Loa 
Angeles or San Francisco read of the 
news of the war In Europe through 
many thousands of leagues of space, 
and to go hack to the times of Wash­ 
ington you must remember that that 
great man wns quite indifferent to the 
concerns of Europe. 
"To this state of affairs should ho 
added the marvelously energetic Ger­ 
man propaganda in our midst. The af­ 
fairs of the Lusitania, the Sussex and 
the Arabic carne along In their turn 
and drew us out of our isolation, and 
these German torpedoes may he said 
to have pulled down all the fabric of 
neutrality which Bernatorff and his sat­ 
ellites had worked so vociferously to 
build tip. 
And as a result we have 
come. 
“We Americans, beside you French, 
our allies the English, the Italians and 
the brave Belgians, and oil the rest 
of the galaxy of those fighting for 
right, ultimately, will vanquish. 
We 
shall bring u terrible blow to the kaiser 
and his aims. 
Under all this enthusi­ 
asm you may ho conscious of a fatigue 
and u harassment which may make 
the task difficult, but it w ill lie possible 
of accomplishment. 
For the moment 
St is the bare fist of America thor we 
bring, but sooner or later Its force will 
be that of arms, and it will strike heavy 
blows. 
Give us time.”

RAIN NOT DUE TO GUNFIRE 


Harvard 
Professor 
Explodes 
the 
Theory That Heavy Cannonading of 
Battles Causes Precipitation. 


Trof. A ulander MeAdla of Harvard 
bas some ijit< r«»* tln*r things to Hay re­ 
garding the possibilities of man to 
control tho water vapors In the air. 
Ile explodes the popular theory that 
tho heavy ea(mounding of Potpies pro­ 
duces rain. 
Heretofore a great many 
people have firmly believed that the 
concussion of the heavy guns in firing 
shells shock down the raindrops. It Is 
true that volcanic eruptions may cause 
rain, hut it Is not the noise but the 
dust that Is responsible. The dust par­ 
ticles are east high Into the upper cur­ 
rents of the air and borne around the 
earth at that height. 
They facilitate 
condensation of vapor and consequent 
precipitation. 
The volcano Krnknton horst forth 
once with particular intensity and un­ 
doubtedly caused rain In remote parts 
of thy globe. 
“Gunfire would have to he on ti vast­ 
ly greater scale than Is at present the 
case to cairn* rain. And as for the at­ 
tempts which have Peon made to pro­ 
duce rain by bombarding th** clouds, It 
Is enough to say that the claims and 
statements mad** by the experimenters, 
or shall we cull them exploiters, are 
not supported by facts. 
It Is not es- 
taMlshed that rain follows heavy but­ 
tles and excessive tiring. 
“.Still It would he unw ise to a -sort 
that rain production Is beyond the pow­ 
er of man. Furthermore, so much that 
appeared to be fundamental and basic 
lu physics a few years ago has gone 
by the board that the physicist Is, to 
speak frankly, ut sea regarding the 
structure of the atom. 
We may not 
shut our eyes to the possibility of elec­ 
trical 
action 
In 
controlling 
the 
combination or agglomeration of mi­ 
nute particles. 
Stranger things have 
happened than that timn should find 
a way to master the water vapor In 
the free air; and. for example, to dis­ 
sipate clouds and fogs.'
